No. 69-ITC(P.N.)/62.— Established importers of sports goods, who wish to apply 
for licences during July — December 1952, are requested to submit to the Chief 
Controller of Imports, New Delhi, information regarding their past imports in the 
attached form. After the full information now called for has been received, a 
suitable policy will be announced in the light of the discussions which have recently 
been held with the various Interests concerned. 

2. The question of granting licences to Sports Associations and the Items if any 
for which their applications should be entertained is also receiving consideration. 
Associations, who wish to apply during July— December 1952, for import licences, 
should furnish the following information to the Chief Controller of Imports so as 
to reach him not later than the 23rd July 1952: — 

(a) Name of Association. 

(b) Income-tax Verification Certificate Registration or Exemption number. 

(c) Details of membership, 

(d) Number of licences obtained in each of the periods with their value (1) 

January — June, 1950, (2) July — December, 1950, (3) January — June, 
1951, (4) July — December 1951, (5) January — June, 1952. 

(e) Value of import of each article made against each of the licence men- 

tioned at (d) (Where orders have been placed but goods have not 
yet arrived, present position should be stated). 

(1) Value of items for which the Association would like to apply during 
July — December, 1952. and reasons why the supplies cannot he obtained 
through ordinary trade channels.
